an account of the proceedings will be 
issued in the form'of aiBlue Book. 


Canada" is represented1 at the con- 


ference by' Sir'Wilfred' Laurier, pre- 
mier; Sir Frederick Borden, minister 
of militia and defence, and L. P. Bro- 
deur, minister of marine and fisher- 
ies. 
New Fouridland is represented 


by Sir Robert Bond, Mr. Deakin, pre- 
mier of the Commonwealth of Austra 
lia; Sir J. G. Ward, premier of New 
Zealand; L>. S. Jameson, premier of 
Cape Colony; F. R. Moor, premier 
of Natal; General Botha, represent 
ing the Transvaal, and Sir W. Ly.ne, 
minister pf customs of Australia, are 
other notable figures at the 
confer- 


ence opening. 


The importance of the conference 


can scarcely be overestimated. 
The 


policy which may be adopted by the 
premiers .will exert a tremenduous in- 
fluence on the trade and commerce 
of the world and.on the political his 
tory of every component part of the 
empire. 


Sifting out the "matters which a maj- 


ority of the colonies regard as rela- 
tively most important, the first place 
is to be given io the question of the 
constitution'1 of the imperial confer- 
ence itself. 
The wisdom of making 


It a 
permanent 
institution, 
which 


shall meet at stated intervals and dis- 
cuss the questions which affect the 
Britist empire, will 
be 
considered. 


Canada is not much in favor of mak- 
ing the conference a permanent in- 
stitution. 
The sentiment of a'major- 


ity of the colonies is that the confer- 
ence, if made permanent, should be 
purely an advisory board. 


Next to the nature and extent of 


this permanent council itself, in the 
event that it is established, the ques- 
fion of greatest moment to 
be dis- 


cussed is that of a .preferential tariff. 
While the government now in power 
In England is definitely committed to 
oppose this systeru of a preferential 
tariff, more than one of the colonies 
is now insisting upon it, and the indi- 
cations arc ^that It v/Hl be a leading 
feature In the discussion. 
Tho ad- 


vocates of a preferential tariff main- 
tain that existing tariffs can be 
re- 


duced in favor of the colonies on a 
reciprocal basis, and 'thus knit the 
empire into one homogeneous whole 
without sustaining any loss. 


How far the 'colonies shall contrib- 


ute to the-lmperial defense is another 
matter of great importance which will 
come before the conference, ' Many 
of them are gettlng-ready to launch 
out on a naval and military program 
of their own. 
How far this shall be 


pursued and how much It 
shall, • be 


placed at the disposal of the mother 
country is to be threshed out at the 
conference.

The Canadian ministers taking part 


in the conference have announced no 
program on their own account, though 
they are expected to tafee an Impor- 
tant part In the discussion of the.'pre- 
ferential trade question. 
They will 


also urge- the abrogation of the modus 
jclvendi.

questions named above tho conference 
\vfll give attention to the subjects of 
naturalisation and Immigration. Next
